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BEGINNERS 


NEVER TELL beforehand what the ef- 
fect of your trick will be. If you do, the 
audience will know what to expect and 
will be on the lookout to catch the secret. 


NEVER REPEAT a trick to the same 
audience. The second time they will 
know what is coming and are prepared 
to watch more closely. This is a general 
rule that is well to follow. However, on 
certain occasions a trick may be repeated. 
For instance, if you have TWO distinct 
methods for producing the same effect. 
It is always a good idea to know more 
than one way to perform a trick if pos- 
sible, There are some effects, where 
sleight-of-hand is not involved, that you 
tay safely present as many times as you 
like without fear of detection. These con- 
sist mainly of mental demonstrations. 


PRACTICE DILIGENTLY. Any trick 
requiring sleight-of-hand in „performing 
should be practiced until you are sure of 
every move. Stand in front of a large 
mirror. Observe all your actions. Try 
to make them as natural as possible and 
above all avoid hasty, unnatural jerky 
movements. Most of the tricks listed in 
this Catalog require very little practice, 
but it is well to practice each carefully 
before presenting, so you will know ex- 
actly what you are going to do and insure 
@ smooth performance. 


LEARN TO TALK. The talk that ac- 
companies a trick is called “Patter.” In 
many tricks the “patter” is the main 
part. It helps hold the attention of the 
audience and directs their minds away 
from the solution of your trick. Your 
talk should be in line with the kind of 
trick you perform. Say you are doing a 
mind-reading effect. Then, you could very 
well talk about an interesting experiment 
in Telepathy, etc. Nearly every Stage 
Magician has his “patter” arranged for 
every effect he presents and uses it in 
the same way at every performance. 


TOO QUICK. Thetrouble most begin- 
ners must learn to overcome is that of 
being too hasty. There is an old saying: 
“The hand is quicker than the eye,” leav- 
ing the impression that it is the quickness 
of the hand that does the trick. It is 
true there are a few effects where quick- 
ness is essential, but in most cases the 
opposite is true. If you form the habit of 
hurrying, the audience cannot keep up 
with you and the full effect is lost. 


THE WAND is an accessory every be- 
ginner should have. It adds an air of 
mystery to your performance. Not only 
that, but it is a great aid to you in many 
ways that we could not publicly disclose

on this page. You will find several kinds 
of wands catalogued. With each wand 
we send an instruction sheet suggesting 
various uses. 


BOOKS ON MAGIC are numerous and 
everyone interested should have at least 
a few of the best. They not only explain 
how the more common effects are per- 
formed but many pieces of apparatus 
listed in the Catalogs are illustrated and 
explained, enabling you to decide to bet- 
ter advantage what to buy.

NOTHING SUPERNATURAL. No 
trick is accomplished by supernatural 
means. Every effect is the result of nor- 
mal, natural causes and in most instances 
the secret is very simple. You see a 
trick and to you the effect is marvelous, 
because you do not know the secret. When 
the secret is explained, the simplicity be- 
comes apparent and it is no longer mar- 
velous to you. It is well to remember this 
when you buy a trick. The tricks listed 
in the Catalog are described from the 
point of view of the spectator. To the 
audience, the tricks appear just as des- 
cribed in the Catalog. Remember, it will 
mystify your audience, because they do 
not possess the secret. But, because the 
secret seems simple to you, once revealed, 
do not belittle it—it still holds mystery 
and charm for your audience. If you 
value your reputation as a “Wizard,” do 
not under any circumstances, expose the 
working methods of your tricks, 


LACK OF CONFIDENCE is a common 
fault with the beginner. This is a form of 
fright caused chiefly by fear that the au- 
dience will “catch” the method employed 
in performing the trick. Bear in mind that 
your audience is completely ignorant of 
what you intend to do, they have not 
peered behind the scenes and therefore 
have no way of knowing what is being 
done. A mistake should not be taken too 
seriously as in most cases the audience is 
not even aware that one has been made. 


QUALITY should always be considered 
in buying Magical Apparatus. The best 
is always the cheapest in the end. While 
we list several items in various grades, we 
always advise paying a little more and 
getting the best. Many items, which we 
consider impractical, or of poor quality, 
we have completely eliminated from the 
Catalog.

GYLLECKS MEPHISTO MEMORY. 28 Cards are used, laid out in several rows. The per- 
former’s back is turned, but he instantly names a mentally selected card when the spectator 
simply tells him the card is a Heart, Diamond, etc., no information being given as to its value.

TO LIFT A PERSON WITH FINGER TIPS. Two persons insert a finger each, under knee 
and armpits of a seated person, and lift him up several inches from the chair on which he is 
sitting. Gravity is seemingly defied in this curious experiment which is well worth knowing. 


COMEDY SHIRT PULLING. Grasping the assistant’s shirt by the collar, performer pulls it 
off in a jiffy, though the assistant has his coat on. After pulling off the shirt, it is shown 
that the collar and cuffs are buttoned and necktie encircles the collar. This always brings a 
laugh and is mystifying indeed.

THE STRANGLE HALTER. Performer shows two pieces of cord which he passes around 
his neck and securely fastens in front with two or three knots. Suddenly, to the bewilderment 
of all, he jerks the cords right thru his neck. A great impromptu effect as it can be done 
anywhere with any cords. 


THE SAHARA SANDS. A bowl is shown and into it are poured three bags of colored sand, 
the bowl first being filled with water. Now performer stirs the sand until the three colors of 
sand have been thoroughly mixed, after which he places his empty right hand into the bowl 
hd produces any color sand called for—pérféctly dry. ‘This is repeated until each color is 
produced, all dry. 


FLOATING PAPER BALL. The performer comes out with a newspaper which he wads up 
into a large paper ball and casts it on the floor. At the word of command the ball rises in the 
air and as positive proof there is no connection, a hoop is passed over and around the ball. 


THE SERPENT HANDKERCHIEF. An ordinary silk hanu«erchief tied in a loore knot is 
held at arms’ length. Now a weird and mysterious effect is beneld In a slow serpentine 
manner the end of the handkerchief slowly turns, comes up thru the loop and unties itself. 


MAGNETIC CLINGING WAND. Every performer has a wand. Why not get a little magical 
effect out of it? After passing it for examination you can make it adhere to the haud, finger 
tips, wrist, crown of hat, back of hand, etc. No clips, wax, or pin points used. 


THE DOUBLE ESCAPE. With a length of cord the thumbs are tied very tightly and then 
the wrists are also fastened. Escape is apparently impossible, yet you are able to release your 
self in an instantaneous manner. A valuable escape feature. 
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NO. 15, THE DIVINING KNIFE. A selected card is replaced in the deck, 
which is completely wrapped in paper. A spectator takes a knife and thrusts 
the blade through the paper, into the deck. With the blade penetrating the 
wrapper clear into the deck, the paper is torn off, the cards removed and the 
selected card is found next to the knife blade. This is a great effect, whether 
performed on the Stage, in the Parlor, or out in the open among friends. 
Seemingly impossible, yet can be learned within a few minutes. 


NO. 16, TEN ICH! THUMB TIE. After performer has his thumbs 
securely tied by the audience, he passes his arm around a pole and through 
a hoop, in full view of the audience. He can put his-arms around a pole or 
through the rounds of a chair and have his thumbs tied while in this position 
and he will release himself instantly. This wonderful effect has been perform- 
ed with great success by the foremost magicians of today. Our instructions 
for this tie are very complete. 


NO. 17, MODERN SEALED LETTER READING. By this latest meth- 
od the performer is enabled to read a message in a sealed envelope while he is 
blindfolded, in a dark room, completely surrounded by a committee. Many 
methods for performing this effect sell at high prices, yet are no better than 
the simple method we describe here. 


No. 11. SPIRIT TAPE TIE. Particularly useful in connection with “Trunk Escape” and 
“Substitution Act.” A piece of black tape’is offered for examination and one of the performer's 
wrists tied with each end of the tape, in a hard knot so that the possibility of untying them and 
_retwing them would be out of the question. Though both hands are tied in this manner behind 
the pezjormer’s back, the moment he is alone in the cabinet, the usual manifestations take place, 
‘The operator can free himself in a moment and just as quickly become tied again and all knoty 
will stand rigid examination. 
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NO, 29 PACKING CASE ESCAPE. You are placed into a large dry goods box. The 
eover is nailed on by a committee from the audience, or borrowed padlocks may be used to 
secure the cover. It is then securely bound with large ropes and it would seem impossible for 
anyone to escape therefrom. Yet, within two or three minutes, you are free and the committee 
examining the case find it in the same condition as they left it. 


NO. 30, THE BARREL ESCAPE. An easy clever escape that is very inexpensive. An 
ordinary sugar barrel is brought to the stage. After you enter the barrel, have the committee 
of spectators nail the cover on securely. -Escape seems impossible, as all will agree. Yet you 


escape from the barrel and when examined again, the cover is still found nailed! 


NO. 31, THE SACK ESCAPE. A large sack is thoroughly examined by the audience, after 
which you get into it and have the top tied with a rope and the knots sealed. A screen is 
placed in front of you. Within a few seconds you come from_behind the screen with the sack 
on your arms, the knots still tied and sealed!

No. 9. KELLER’S ROPE TIE. A piece of sash cord without preparation is offered for 
examination. A committee from the audience is allowed to securely tie the cord around the per 
former’s left wrist, after which the right hand is placed over the left and bound tightly to it. 
Though his hands are tied in this position behind his back, the performer, who faces the audi- 
ence, can instantly show one hand free. Turning quickly around, he is still securely tied as in 
the beginning. This tie may also be used to great advantage in Spirit Cabinet work. all the 
usual spiritualistic manifestations take place and a close examination of the ropes and knots may 
be allowed at any time.
